planting

proaching. 
Farm ers 
are looking 
ahead to their 1952 crops of cotton, 
soyb eans, corn and rice. 
The current spell of Springlike 
weather has seen the tractors in 
the fields knocking down the old 
stalks or, in some cases, b eginning 
the preparation of land. 
Spring b rings the urge to the 
farmer 
to 
do 
something, 
even 
though he doesn’t know just what 
will b e the result of his effort. 
The D epartment of Agriculture 
has asked that the farm ers plant 
sufficient acreage to produce a 
crop of 16,000.000 b ales this year. 
This is the same goal which was 
estab lished in 1951. The farm er 
exceeded the goal in planting, sow­ 
ing acreage to produce b etter than 
17,000,000 b ales. W eather, insects 
and lab or shortages reduced this 
harvest to 15,000.000 b ales. 
In the days of free economy the 
farmer was troub led in the Spring 
only with the law of supply and 
demand. He knew that if he over­ 
produced or if the demand was 
light the price of cotton would b e 
low. Conversely, if the supply was 
small and the demand great, prices 
were b etter. 
. 
Now he is b eing exhorted to 
produced 16,008.000 b ales in the 
name of national defense and in 
the face of a politically controlled 
economy. 
He knows that if he overpro­ 
duces prices will go to the 90 per 
cent of parity support level de­ 
creed b y Government, which is a 
price b elow the average cost of 
production in a time o.f lab or short­ 
ages, 
high 
machinery, 
fertilizer 
and other costs. 
He knows, too, that overpro­ 
duction 
will • mean 
compulsory 
acreage controls next year if there 
is a surplus of cotton. 
If he uses caution and refuses 
to over-extend his planting, pro­ 
ducing a crop which is less than 
the goal, he knows that the Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture can invoke 
export controls in order that there 
will b e ample cotton for the domes­ 
tic economy. This means that, with 
the huge export m arket denied 
him, the farmer can expect no 
more than 
loan 
levels 
for his 
cotton. 
If he plants the acreage required 
and there is drouth and crop fail­ 
ure as there was in 1951, and if 
the demand for his product is 
great, he cannot reap the rew ards 
of higher prices b ecause of orice 
ceilings which limit the heights 
to which cotton prices can go. 
But Spring seems at hand. The 
empty fields b eckon the farmer.

April Fool!

There are plenty of theories bu t 
little conclu sive evidence as to the 
ret ion and exact year when April 
{ir. t became open season for prac­ 
tical jokers. We know abou t as 
mi ch as Poor Robin who wrote 
in his Almanack in 1760: 
The first of April some do say 
Is set apart for All Fool’s Day, 
Ru t why the people call it so, 
Nor I nor they themselves do 
know. 
Proserpina is sometimes blamed 
for it, the you ng goddess who was 
#captu red by Plu to while she was 
•‘gathering daffodils in the Elysian 
fields and spirited away to the 
lo ver regions. The echo of her 
protesting 
scream 
reached 
her 
mother, Ceres, who immediately 
started on a long and fru itless 
search for her dau ghter, gu ided 
only by the sou nd of her voice. The 
detective in a modern Who Done It 
might find the echo of a scream 
su fficient clu e, 
bu t it was 
not 
enou gh for Ceres. In memory of 
her u navailing hu nt for Proserpina, 
some say, there arose the cu stom of 
celebrating April first by sending 
u nsu specting friends on 
foolish 
errands. 


It is also possible that April 
Fools’ Day is the resu lt of the 
change in the calendar. When the 
New Year was changed from the 
last of March to the beginning o.f 
Janu ary, absent-minded or for­ 
getfu l folks were cau ght celebrat­ 
ing the old date and consequ ently 
teased as “April Fools.” Or per­ 
haps it was ju st spring fever that 
made practical jokers ou t of those 
Who greeted the end of winter feel­ 
ing “very gay in a melancholy 
way.” 
W hatever the cau se, right arou nd 
the world, April first became a 
synonym for 
mischief. It 
was 
known as Hu li in India, where the 
nonsensical advice for getting rid 
w ater of a well was to dig u pthe 
w ater of a well was to dig u p tie 
well and move it to another spot. 
In Greece, children wou ld shou t, 
“Do you want to see how you 
look when you are asleep?” If the 
answer was yes, a mirror was held 
before the victim’s face and he 
was told to close his eyes and look 
into it. In Rome, Italian you ng fry 
were sent off to ask for the key 
to the Allelu ia. 
An April Fool in France was 
known as a “poisson 
d’Avril” 
(April fish), the implication being 
that he was a poor fish, easily 
cau ght. Even Napoleon failed to 
escape this barb. When he was u n­ 
su ccessfu l in winning the hand of 
the dau ghter of all the Ru ssias 
Xwho knows what that might have 
done to history?) and settled for 
a mere archdu chess of Au stria, he 
was promptly du bbed a “poisson 
d ’Avril” for so doing. 
More than once the first of April 
has been u sed to political advant­ 
age. Francis the Second of France 
saved his 
life 
and 
spiled his 
enemies’ plan of overthrowing the 
government by making good u se 


ragged woman bent dou ble u nder 
a basket of ru bbish cou ld possibly 
be the King and Qu een, the gu ards 
opened the city gates to the heavily 
laden peasants and shou ted “pois­ 
son d’Avril1” at those who tried to 
tell them they had aided the royal 
prisoners to escape. 
Fael’s Haliday (Fool’s Holiday) 
was the name occasionally given 
to the beginning of April by the 
English, some claiming it was so 
called becau se' the insane were al­ 
lowed at large on that day. It is 
more likely that the name stems 
from the clever u se of the day by 
the residents of Gotham in the 
Twelfth centu ry. 
Hearing that 
predatory 
King

Needless to say. the King’s mes­ 
sengers retu rned to cou rt report­ 
ing to their monarch that the 
people they had seen were idiots or 
insane or both and recommended 
that the army by-pass the village.

delighted 
Gothamites 
were left to enjoy their meadows 
u nmolested, and as the story of 
their April Fool tactics spread 
abroad they were christened the 
“Wise Fools of Gotham.”

The farm er 
exceeded the goal in planting, sow­ 
ing acreage to produce better than 
17,000,000 bales. W eather, insects 
and labor shortages reduced this 
harvest to 15,000,000 bales. 
In the days of free economy the 
farm er was troubled in the Spring 
only with the law of supply and 
demand. He knew that if he over- 
jtroduced or if the demand was 
light the price of cotton would be 
low. Conversely, if the supply was 
small and the demand great, prices 
were better.

ANNOUNCED BY MISSOURI 
EXPERIMENT STATION 


The University of Missouri agri­ 
cultural experiment station today 
announced the development of a 
new soybean variety for central 
and southern 
Missouri, 
Starling Guinn. Assistant 
Agent. 
The new bean is Perry 
veloped cooperatively by Missouri, 
Kansas, Illinois, and Indiana ex­ 
periment stations and the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. Seed of 
the new variety will be released 
this year .for the first time to cer­ 
tified seed growers for reproduc­ 
tion. 
The Perry soybean is the result 
of 13 years work by plant breeders 
and chemists. The original cross 
was made in 1939 by Dr. L. F. Wil­ 
liams now in charge of soybean 
research at the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
A high yielding, high oil content 
bean . . . Perry shows promise of 
being superior to any bean now 
being grown in central and south 
Missouri. 
In 
field 
tests at 
the 
Southeast 
Missouri 
Experiment 
Station at Sikeston . . . Perry has 
consistently outyielded both Wa­ 
bash and S-100. It’s oil content is 
ab:>ut three per cent higher than 
the S-100 variety. 
One of the features of the Perry 
bean that makes it particularly de­ 
sirable for southern Missouri is 
it’s early maturity. Perry matures 
nearly a month 
sooner than the 
Ogden bean. 
Although seed of the new variety 
is limited to certified growers this 
year . . . agronomists at the Mis­ 
souri experim ent station expect 
ample seed to be available for 
general distribution in 1933.

Then , 
with a saw they cut the ice in two 
straight lines, 20 or more inches 
apart and about 20 to 25 feet in 
length. They broke the slab apart 
from the pond's icy surface with 
axes and 
guided 
it toward the 
three-cornered 
hole, 
where

blocks were sawed oft and loaded 
on sledges to haul to the icehouse. 
Many Missouri farm homes had 


icehouses. Som e were large pits 
dug into the earth with a roof

April Fool!

There are plenty of theories but 
little conclusive evidence as to the 
ret -on and exact year when April 
fir: t became open season for prac­ 
tical jokers. We know about as 
mi ch as Poor Robin who wrote 
in his Almanack in 1760: 
The first of April some do say 
Is set apart for All Fool’s Day, 
Put why the people call it so, 
Nor I nor they themselves do 
know. 
Proserpina is sometimes blamed 
for it, the young goddess who was 
captured by Pluto while she was 
'gathering daffodils in the Elysian 
fields and spirited away to the 
lower regions. The echo of her 
protesting 
scream 
reached 
her 
mother, Ceres, who immediately 
started on a long and fruitless 
search for her daughter, guided 
only by the sound of her voice. The 
detective in a modern Who Done It 
might find the echo of a scream 
sufficient clue, 
but it was 
not 
enough for Ceres. In memory of 
her unavailing hunt for Proserpina, 
some say, there arose the custom of 
celebrating April first by sending 
unsuspecting friends on 
foolish 
errands. 


It is also possible that April 
Fools’ Day is the result of the 
change in the calendar. When the 
New Year was changed from the 
last of March to the beginning of 
January, absent-minded or for­ 
getful folks were caught celebrat­ 
ing the old date and consequently 
teased as “April Fools.” Or per­ 
haps it was just spring fever that 
made practical jokers out of those 
who greeted the end of winter feel­ 
ing “very gay in a melancholy 
way.” 
W hatever the cause, right around 
the world, April first became a 
synonym for 
mischief. It 
was 
known as Huli in India, where the 
nonsensical advice for getting rid 
water of a well was to dig upthe 
water of a well was to dig up tre 
well and move it to another spot. 
In Greece, children would shout, 
“Do you want to see how you 
look when you are asleep?” If the 
answer was yes, a m irror was held 
before the victim's face and he 
was told to close his eyes and look 
into it. In Rome, Italian young fry 
were sent off to ask for the key 
to the Alleluia. 
An April Fool in France was 
known as a “poisson 
d’Avril” 
(April fish), the implication being 
that he was a poor fish, easily 
caught. Even Napoleon failed to 
escape this barb. When he was un­ 
successful in winning the hand of 
the daughter of all the Russias 
'(who knows what that might have 
done to history?) and settled for 
a mere archduchess of Austria, he 
was promptly dubbed a “poisson 
d ’Avril” for so doing. 
More than once the first of April 
has been used to political advant­ 
age. Francis the Second of France 
saved his 
life 
and 
spiled his 
enemies’ plan of overthrowing the 
government by making good use 
of April Fools’ Day. Finding him­ 
self penned up in Nantes, he and 
his Queen dressed as peasants and 
crept through the dark, narrow 
streets to the city gates. Here word 
of their disguise reached guards 
who had already had too many 
tricks of the day played on them. 
Refusing to believe that the old 
fellow with his coal hod and the 


ragged woman bent double under 
a basket of rubbish could possibly 
be the King and Queen, the guards 
opened the city gates to the heavily 
laden peasants and shouted “pois­ 
son d’Avril1” at those who tried to 
tell them they had aided the royal 
prisoners to escape. 
Fael’s Haliday (Fool’s Holiday) 
was the name occasionally given 
to the beginning of April by the 
English, some claiming it was so 
called because the insane were al­ 
lowed at large on that day. It is 
more likely that the name stems 
from the clever use of the day by 
the residents of Gotham in the 
Twelfth century. 
Hearing that 
predatory 
King 
John planned to march across their 
meadows, thereby making them 
literally the King’s Highway, the 
»Gothamites sent a protest to their 
ruler. Outraged to hear that his 
subjects dared to question his will, 
the 
King 
sent 
messengers to 
Gotham to see what kind .of people 
they were and how to punish them. 
Arriving on All Fool’s Day, the 
King’s emissaries 
found 
people 
hauling farm carts and wagons to 
the top of their barns to provide 
shade, they said, for a neighboring 
forest. Others were trying to drown 
an eel in the local duck pond, and 
a large group of poker-faced farm ­ 
ers and their buxom wives were 
discovered rolling huge cheeses up 
to the top of the hill, then sending 
them hurtling down the steep lane, 
explaining 
that this was 
the 
easiest way to get them to the 
Nottingham market in the valley 
below. 


Needless to say. the King’s mes­ 
sengers returned to court report­ 
ing to their monarch 
that the 
people they had seen were idiots or 
insane or both and recommended 


be discovered, the “Sea Beggars” 
sailed the Duke of Alva’s own

Proserpina is sometimes blamed 
for it, the young goddess who was 
'Captured by Pluto while she was 
’gathering daffodils in the Elysian 
fields and spirited away to the 
lover regions. The echo of her 
protesting 
scream 
reached 
her 
mother, Ceres, who immediately 
started on a long and fruitless 
search for her daughter, guided 
only by the sound of her voice. The 
detective in a modern Who Done It 
might find the echo of a scream 
sufficient clue, 
but it was 
not 
enough for Ceres. In memory of 
her unavailing hunt for Proserpina, 
some say, there arose the custom of 
celebrating April first by sending 
unsuspecting friends on 
foolish 
errands. 


It is also possible that April 
Fools* Day is the result of the 
change in the calendar. When the 
New Year was changed from the 
last of March to the beginning af 
January, absent-minded or for­ 
getful folks were caught celebrat­ 
ing the old date and consequently 
teased as “April Fools.” Or per­ 
haps it was just spring fever that 
made practical jokers out of those 
*who greeted the end of winter feel­ 
ing “very gay in a melancholy 
way.” 
W hatever the cause, right around 
the world, April first became a 
synonym for 
mischief. It 
was 
known as Huh in India, where the 
nonsensical advice for getting rid 
water of a well was to dig upthe 
water of a well was to dig up tre 
well and move it to another spot. 
In Greece, children would shout, 
“Do you want to see how' you 
look when you are asleep?” If the 
answer was yes, a mirror was held 
before the victim’s face and he 
was told to close his eyes and look 
into it. In Rome, Italian young fry 
were sent off to ask for the key 
to the Alleluia. 
An April Fool in France was 
known as a “poisson 
d’Avril” 
(April fish), the implication being 
that he was a poor fish, easily 
caught. Even Napoleon failed to 
escape this barb. When he was un­ 
successful in winning the hand of 
the daughter of all the Russias 
Xwho knows what that might have 
done to history?) and settled for 
a mere archduchess of Austria, he 
was prom ptly dubbed a “poisson 
d’Avril” for so doing. 
More than once the first of April 
has been used to political advant­ 
age. Francis the Second of France 
saved his 
life 
and 
spiled his 
enemies’ plan of overthrowing the 
government by making good use 


prisoners to escape. 
Fael’s Haliday (Fool’s Holiday) 
was the name occasionally given 
to the beginning of April by the 
English, some claiming it was so 
called because the insane were al­ 
lowed ut large on that day. It is 
more likely that the name stems 
from the clever use of the day by 
the residents of Gotham in the 
Twelfth century. 
Hearing that 
predatory 
King 
John planned to march across their 
meadows, thereby making them 
literally the King’s Highway, the 
iGothamites sent a protest to their 
ruler. Outraged to hear that his 
.subjects dared to question his will, 
the 
King 
sent 
messengers to 
Gotham to see what kind,of people 
they were and how to punish them. 
Arriving on All Fool’s Day, the 
King’s emissaries 
found 
people 
hauling farm carts and wagons to 
the top of their barns to provide 
shade, they said, for a neighboring 
forest. Others were trying to drown 
an eel in the local duck pond, and 
a large group of poker-faced farm ­ 
ers and their buxom wives were 
discovered rolling huge cheeses up 
to the top of the hill, then sending 
them hurtling down the steep lane, 
explaining 
that this was 
the 
easiest way to get them to the 
Nottingham market in the valley 
below. 
Needless to say, the King’s mes­ 
sengers returned to court report­ 
ing to their monarch that the 
people they had seen were idiots or 
insane or both and recommended 
that the army by-pass the village. 
Thus the 
delighted 
Gothamites 
were left to enjoy their meadows 
unmolested, and as the story of 
their April Fool tactics spread 
abroad they were christened the 
“Wise Fools of Gotham.” 
You can’t beat the Dutch, how­ 
ever, for .fully exploiting the pos­ 
sibilities of the first of April, turn­ 
ing the tide of history thereby.
